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Prenatal  Care: 


•  An  early  start  better  ensures  a  healthy 
baby  and  pregnancy. 

•  Make  an  appointment  for  a 
pregnancy  test  after  you  have  missed 
one  monthly  period. 

•  See  your  health  care  provider  as  soon  as 
you  think  you  are  pregnant. 

•  Follow  instructions  on  diet,  exercise,  rest 
and  what  to  expect  from  your  pregnancy. 

•  Don’t  use  drugs,  alcohol  or  tobacco; 
if  you  do,  your  baby  does  too. 

It  is  very  important  for  a  pregnant  woman  and 
her  unborn  infant  to  receive  health  care.  If  you 
are  pregnant,  visit  your  local  health  department, 
neighborhood  clinic  or  private  health  care 
provider.  You  may  qualify  for  low  cost  or  free 
care.

Clinical  visits  are  a  good 
time  for  you  to  learn  about 
your  pregnancy,  ask  questions 
and  discuss  problems.  It  is 
also  helpful  to  write  down 
any  questions  you  may  have 
beforehand.  Remember,  no  question  is  foolish. 
Call  your  doctor  or  medical  provider  if  you  have 

any  questions,  concerns  or  don’t  feel  well. 

What  To  Expect 
During  Your  First  Visit: 

i  •  A  medical  history 

»  •  A  physical  exam 

i  •  A  temperature  and  blood  pressure 
check,  among  other  tests 

•  Privacy:  your  results  are  kept  confidential 

See  your  health  care  provider  at  least  once  a 
month  for  the  first  six  months,  every  two  weeks 
in  the  7th  and  8th  month,  and  every  week  until 
you  deliver  during  your  9th  month.  Remember, 
some  women  may  need  more  visits  if  problems 
arise.  If  you  cannot  keep  an  appointment,  call 
to  cancel  and  reschedule.

•  vaginal  discharge  or  gush  of  fluid 

•  swelling  of  your  face  or  hands 

•  bad  headaches 

•  blurry  eyesight/double  vision/ seeing  spots 

•  dizziness/fainting 

•  sharp  abdominal  pain 

•  pain  or  burning  during  urination 

•  vomiting/constipation/diarrhea 

•  decreased  movement  of  the  baby
